Fight for Life

Most of Texas has not had 
a good hard rain since before 
Halloween, and the resulting 
drought has stunted winter 
crops, endangered spring 
planting and may force 
ranchers 
to 
sell 
their 
livestock. 
Agricultural officials say 
the drought “ verges on 
disaster” in some areas of 
the state. 
One of the hardest hit 
areas is Central Texas, 
where many farm tanks 
already are dry and winter

small grains are dead or 
dying in the fields. 
“Right now it is as bad 
here as it has ever been,” 
said agronomist Dr. George 
Alston at Stephenville. “I 
saw a tank yesterday up at 
Breckenridge a guy 
had 
irrigated out of last year and 
there was just enough water 
in it to keep a mud turtle 
alive. 
“If we continue in the 


present drought we can look 
for no crops except 
by 
irrigation. Forty per cent of 
the peanut crop is irrigated 
but 90 per cent of that is 
irrigated from tankw ater 
and the tanks are already 
going dry.” 
He said Central Texas 
needs seven or eight inches 
of rain to ensure April 
plantings 
of 
peanuts, 
sorghum and cotton would 


sprout. 
Central Texas is not the 
only area in trouble. 
Agriculture experts say if 
heavy rains do not fall soon 
there will be no significant 
unirrigatcd winter wheat 
crop in the Panhandle. In 
East, Centra! and Smith 
Texas ranchers will begin 
selling cattle rather than buy 
more costly grain and hay 
into them Farmers south of 


San Antonio will plant cotton 
instead of sorghum and hope 
enough rain falls to grow a 
crop. 
“Overall, the whole state 
is dry,” said Bill Braden, a 
spokesman for Texas A&M’s 
agricultural department in 
College Station. “There are 
probably only a few counties 
down along the coast that 
really 
have 
adequate 
moisture.” 


Ranger Challengers

Sirica, a tough man on the 
bench and in the prize ring, 
fought for his life today in 
the coronary care unit of a 
Washington hospital. 
Doctors 
at 
George 
W ashington 
U niversity 
Hospital said Sirica, 71, was 
in critical but stable con­ 
dition following a massive 
heart attack that knocked 
him cold and stopped his 
heartbeat as he delivered a 
luncheon speech Thursday. 
Hospital spokesmen said it 
took electric shock therapy 
to restart his heart, but he 
later regained consciousness 
and was able to breathe 
without an oxygen mask. 
They 
said 
his 
blood 
pressure had returned to 
normal, his life signs were 


stable, and his life support 
systems continued without 
artificial 
support. 
The 
evening medical bulletin 
said he was resting com­ 
fortably. 
“All things considered, he 
is doing as well as one can 
hope for so soon after a 
massive heart attack with 
cardiac arrest,” said Dr. 
Joel Gorfinkel, assistant 
director of the coronary care 
unit. 
Sirica, a former boxer and 
lifelong physical fitness buff, 
gained fame — and plenty of 
enemies 
— 
as 
the 
pugnacious, 
skeptical, 
probing judge, who pried the 
lid off the Watergate cover­ 
up in 1973 and nearly two 
years later sentenced top 
White House aides to jail for 
their roles in it.

Reagan Tours States 


Campaigning On 65th Birthday

Ronald Reagan turned 65 
oday and marked the bir- 
hday when many think of 
retirement by completing a 
Fourth tour of New Hamp­ 
shire and flying south to 
campaign in the March 33 
North Carolina primary. 
Reagan is the oldest of the 
candidates 
or 
near­ 
candidates vying for the 
Oval Office this year. Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., 64, a veteran of three 
presidential campaigns and 
considered a possible con­ 
tender this year, is three

than 
Reagan. 
President Ford travels to 
New Hampshire Saturday 
for a weekend of cam­ 
paigning in the nation’s first 
primary, Feb. 24. It will be 
Ford’s second political foray 
of 
the 
election 
year, 
following a campaign trip 
last weekend to his home 


state of Michigan where he 
addressed the Midwestern 
Republican Conference. 
Maine Democrats, mean­ 
while, continue showing a 
preference 
for 
former 
Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter 
among 
their 
party’s 
presidential hopefuls. As of 
Thursday, the fifth day of a 
month-long process to elect 
state convention delegates. 
Carter had 35 per cent. The 
largest portion, 53 per cent, 
remain uncommitted. 
Carter’s neareast rival, 
former Oklahoma Sen. Fred 
Harris, was a distant second 
with 7 per cent. Twenty-one 
per cent of the delegates to 
be elected have been chosen 
so far. 
In Oklahoma, 
Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace’s late 
campaign effort has in­ 
creased the uncertainty of 
the outcome of Saturday’s 
D e m o c ra tic 
p re c in c t 
caucuses, which begin the 
selection process for 37 
n a tio n a l 
co n v en tio n 


delegates. 
Until the last few days. 
Wallace’s name barely had

mentioned.

This year Fertile, a town 
of 995 in the farmlands of 
northw'est Minnesota, held a 
contest with nearly $500 in 
prizes for the first bicen­ 
tennial baby. The baby,

Anderson, 
wasn't bom until the 20th 
day of the New Year, 
perhaps proving that Fertile 
is not all that fertile. 
The first-baby-of-the-year 
award was won last year by 
a farm couple who had 
triplets, proving perhaps 
that Fertile is fertile. 
Fertile 
Mayor 
Duane 
Knutson said all three were 
bom within four minutes. 
“We've submitted this event 
to the Guinness Book of 
Records," he said. “They 
tell me the listed record is 
five minutes.” 
The bicentennial year may 
be an appropriate time to 
look into the origins of 
colorful place names in any 
state. 
Minnesota, with its rich 
Indian 
background 
and 
heritage of immigrants, has 
a goodly share of provoking 


place names. 
Is the earth really blue at 
Blue Earth; is it white at 
White Earth; did Sinclair 
Lewis really name Babbitt; 
where in the world did Ball 
Club 
come 
from, 
or 
Embarrass, or Disappoint­ 
ment, or Young America0 
Is 
Ah-Gwah-Ching 
of 
Chinese origin? 
And what about such 
foreign names as Ceylon, 
Cuba, Delhi, Indus? 
Fertile was named for 
Fertile, Iowa, whence the 
first settlers came. Climax0 
It was named for Climax 
chewing tobacco, of which 


the old timers were fond. 
Yes, the earth at Blue 
Earth was blue at the time of 
its naming. Tne town in 
southern Minnesota was 
named for a bluish-green 
earth used by the Sisseton 
Sioux Indians as pigment -- 
war paint. 
White Earth was named 
for White Earth Lake — a 
translation from 0 jibway 
meaning “the place of White 
Clay Lake.” 
No, Babbitt did not come 
from the title of Sinclair 
Lewis' novel; probably the 
other way around, since 
Lewis was bora not far from 


Babbitt. It was named for 
Miss Frances Babbitt, a 
schoolteacher 
Embarrass was named for 
the Embarrass River. The 
name came from the drift­ 
wood which clogged the 
stream and was a real 
em barrassm ent and dif­ 
ficulty for those in canoes. 
Disappointment is in Lake 
County but no historical 
records are avilable as to 
how it got its name. Same 
goes for Dismal. 
No, Ah-Gwah-Ching is not 
Chinese. It is the site of the 


state’s biggest sanitorium 
The name is an Indian 
phrase meaning “Land of 
healthful air." 
And then there is the 
hamlet of Grygla near the 
Canadian border, where the 
temperature sank to more 
than 40 degrees below zero 
recently. 
Residents claim Grygla is 
not a foreign name — but a 
name given because it 
sounds like the sound of your 
car when you try’ to start its 
engine in those subzero 
temperatures.

They came to Washington and marched for life. 
Thousands of persons — young and old, black and white 
and tan, Catholic, Jew and Protestant.

The right to life is the basic right. It comes straight from 
the Creator. It is the right from which all other freedoms 
flow. Once it can be declared by whim or by vote that life is 
of no value at one stage of development, the value of life at 
any age is threatened. The tribes that threw their babies 
over the cliff also left their old folks in the wilderness to die.

There’s 
O One 
Sighting Of A Smew 


NEWPORT, R I. (UPI) — 
If you’ve seen one smew 
you’ve seen them all — at 
least in the United States. 
A smew is a whitish 
member of the duck family, 
and its normal range is from 
northern Finland to Siberia. 
But a smew was sighted 
recently 
on 
America’s 
shores. 
Now. every day. hundreds 
of men and women huddle 
along the shore of Easton s 
Pond looking for the one rare 
bird swimming among an 
ordinary bunch of ducks and 
gulls. 
They fight off rain and 
biting north winds, glancing 
t h r o u g h 
t e l e s c o p e s , 
binoculars and long camera 
lenses while trading tales of 


previous rare bird sightings. 
“This is good weather for 
idiot birdwatchers,’’ says 
Lee Gardner, director of the 
Norman Bird Sanctuary in 
neighboring 
Middleton. 
“Sometimes it is as much 
fun to watch the bird­ 
watchers as it is to watch the 
birds.’’ 
The smew is so rare that 
he is not even on the stan­ 
dard checklist of birds 
published by the American 
Union of Ornithologists, the 
birdwatchers’ society. 
James Baird of the Massa­ 
chusetts Aububon Society 
said the bird could have 
traveled west from Scan­ 
dinavia. 
perhaps 
blown 
across the Atlantic by a huge 
high-pressure system of 


winds. 
But Gardner suggests he 
may 
have 
gradually 
migrated across the nor­ 
thern Pacific Ocean and 
moved westward. 
Gardner, 41, said he recog­ 
nized the smew right away 
because he saw several of 
them on the Black Sea when 
he lived in Turkey a few 
years back. 
“The biggest challenge is 
trying to photograph the 
thing,” Gardner said. ‘‘The 
weather is bad and he is 
about 150 yards out. When he 
moves 
in 
close, 
the 
photographers haven’t been 
patient enough to wait. 
“They scare him and he 
goes back out of range 
again.”

But that was back in the 
days before somebody in­ 
vented 
chauffeur-driven 
limousines. 
In democratic America, 
perquisites mostly take the 
form of creature comforts 
lavished upon deserving 
politicians, bureaucrats and 
military brass by us grateful 
taxpayers. 
Oh, maybe a U.S. senator 
here and there will pocket a 
few heriots now and then. 
But senators generally go in 
for private elevators and 
fringe benefits of that 
nature. 
Which brings us to the 
Honorable 
Edmund 
G. 
Brown 
Jr., 
popular 
California governor and 
heretic. 
Brown has sent shock 
waves undulating across 
political circles by renoun 


cing the perquisites of his 
office. With limousines at his 
disposal, he opts for a 
compact. When he might 
dwell in marbled halls, his 
pad is a small apartment. 
And all like that.

“It was 
a show that was ahead of its 
time—too rough, really, for 
its time. It holds a record for 
television—it lasted exactly 
one night."

Lee MacPhail says an ex­ 
pected agreement to expand 
to Seattle in 1977 will force 
either a one team expansion 
by the National League plus 
interleague play or a second 
new AL team. 
MacPhail told a Thursday 
news 
conference 
that 
scheduling difficulties with 
13 AL teams would force the 
issue, which might be 
resolved at a joint league 
meeting next Monday. 
“We are in hopes the 
National League will join us 
< in expansion) and there will 
be interleague play,” the AL 
chief told a news conference. 
MacPhail and Seattle 
businessman Lester Smith 
said they still had not 
reached agreement on the 
proposed expansion team for 
Seattle but both expressed 
belief a settlement would be 
made 
before 
the 
AL 
president left town Satur­ 
day. 
While admitting there pre­ 
sently is sufficient NL op­ 
position to block expansion 
there, MacPhail said, “if 
there are enough outside 
pressures or 
sufficient 
reasons to get them to do so, 
they will do so.” 
He said Baseball Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn was in 
agreement with a joint- 
league committee recom­ 
mendation favoring single­ 
team expansion in each 
league and interleague play. 
The major stumbling 
block to a Seattle franchise 
appeared 
to 
be 
the 
multimillion dollar lawsuit 
Tiled by the state, King 
County and the city against 
the American League for 
damages incurred when the 


one-year Pilots were shifted 
to Milwaukee in 1970. 
Smith and MacPhail said 
thev were sure they could 
work 
out 
a 
purchase 
agreement and Smith added 
he had a draft of a 20-year 
lease agreement for the 
county’s domed stadium, al­ 
though he said it had some 
items to be worked out.
